Admission is S3 daily 
and free to fans who have purchased Grand Prix 
tickets. Tickets to the Grand Prix will also be 
available for sale during the event.

Bflth the facility’s ovai and road course layouts 
will he used during the week. Both Monday's opening 
day ^activities, sponsored by Toyota and Tuesday’s 
activities will be held on the 1.5 mile ovai. An ovai 
session will also take place on Wednesday morning 


with shakedown runs Wednesday afternoon on the 
2.21-mile road course layout which will be used until 
'he dose of Spring Training on Friday. 

Wednesday's Fan Appreciation Day schedule, 
sponsored by Marlboro , includes water siding and a 
special jet ski challenge on the infield lake for both 
IndyCar drivers, other celebrities and the media in 
addition to an infield Fan Festival. 

Other special events scheduled during the week 
include a Welcome Barbecue for all teams, event 
participants and media on Monday; and a Calypso 
Beacn Party for invited guests on Wednesday. 

The end of Spring Training will mark the 
beginning of “TndyCars: the Science of Speed" ai the 
Miami Museum of Science. The interactive, 
educational exhibit February 10-28 will feature the 
IndyCar Display Program as well as a showcar, pace 
vehicle and racing memorabilia.
